U. S. Authorities Search 
Ship Which Is Under Or- 
ders From Germany to 
Return at Once.

NEW YORK, Aug. 29 (AP).—Im- 
migration authorities today took 19 
passengers off the North German 
Lloyd liner Bremen and detained 
them at Ellis Island—the same num- 
ber taken off the French liner Nor- 
mandie yesterday. 

Byron H. Uhl, District Superin- 
tendent of Immigration at Ellis 
Island, declared “there wag noth- 
ing unusual about the passengers 
being held. It had absolutely noth- 
ing to do with the war scare or any 
unusual circumstances.” 

“With the arrival of any ship 
from Europe,” he said, “there are 
always a number of pdssengers 
whose eligibility to land is question- 
able for such reasons as health, 


their ability to support themselves 
and not become public charges, and 
the validity of their passports and 
visas.” 

There was no indication when the 
Bremen would be permitted to sail 
for Germany. Offices of the line 
said it had been ordered to return 
to Germany without passengers, 
within 24 hours of its arrival. The 
liner docked at 5 p. m. yesterday. 
Originally the vessel was scheduled 
to sail at 1 a. m. oi 


Searching the Vessel. 


Gregory O’Keefe, Assistant Col- 
lector of Customs, said it would 
take the searching party which 
boarded the vessel at 7 a. m. sev- 
eral hours to complete its work. 
He said 20 members of the enforce- 
ment division of the customs serv- 
ice had been assigned to the vessel. 

“We will search the vessel to see 
that all cargo, mail or baggage has 
come ashore,” O’Keefe said. “We 
also will search for contraband, and 
we also want to know what is go- 
ing out on the ship, to see that 
there are no implements of war 
proscribed by presidential procla- 
mation; things that would require 
a special license from the State 
Department.” 

Veteran shipping men said they 
could recall no instance where a 
ship of the size and importance 
of the Bremen had been delayed by 
an inspection which is normally re- 
garded as routine. Clearing papers 
usually are granted after a perfunc- 
tory examination. 

Earlier, O’Keefe, when asked 
about the nature of the search, re- 
sponded: 

“You've heard of privateering, 
haven’t you?” 

Preparations to refuel the liner, 
ordered to race back home without 
passengers or cargo, still were be- 
ing rushed when officials of the 
North German Lloyd line learned 
a clearance papers were forthcom- 
ng. 


Calls Delay ‘Unfriendly Act.’ 


“We were told that a new ruling 
had come from Washington which 
apparently affected only the ships 
of our company,” said Capt. Wil- 
liam Dreschel, general marine su- 
perintendent for the line.

Three Germans Charged 
With Blast in Rail Station

WARSAW, Aug. 29 (AP). — A 
new series of subversive acts was 
laid to Germans by Poles today as 
reports received here said 17 per- 
sons were killed and 38 injured seri- 
ously last night by a time-bomb ex- 
plosion at the railroad station at 
Tarnow, in Southern Poland. 

At the same time the Polish Press 
unanimously branded as “lies’’ dec- 
larations by Adolf Hitler that Ger- 
mans were being subjected to ter- 
rorism in Poland. 

Officials announced two Germans 
were arrested at Tarnow. The Po- 
lish telegraph agency said a third 
German, Herbert Frendl, a student 
of Breslau University, in Germany, 
was arrested at Katowice and con- 
fessed to leaving two suitcases filled 
with bombs in a German home at 
Biala, Silesia. The bombs later ex- 
ploded. 

Press Replies to Nazi Stories. 

A time pomb was found on the 
railroad. track between Klaj and 
Krakow before it exploded. 

Warsaw’s morning newspapers 
devoted front pages to statements 
and editorial comments charging 
Germany’s allegations of mistreat- 
ment of Germans in Poland mere- 
ly were attempts to stir up hatred 
of Poland among the German peo- 
ple and to justify German aggres- 
sion. 

All newspapers carried compre- 
hensive official surveys of condi- 
tions under which Poles live in 
Germany and Germans live in Po- 
land as evidence of what Poles 
contend is the actual situation in 
both countries. 

The semi-official Gazetta Polska, 
discussing the mmority question, 
suggested the working out of a 
plan for systematic and gradual 
exchange of minority populations.

Naval Preparedness,

Still Open to Negotiation.

They could not see 
how Hitler could change front fol- 
lowing his letter to Daladier. 
France’s firmness appeared to in- 
crease. The nation showed great 
calm and detachment. 

Charles Morice, writing in Le Pe- 
tit Parisian, summed up the French 
attitude as: 

“Frenchmen have had enough. 
They are ready for the supreme 
sacrifice. There is no hate for the 
German people. But enough of 
these menaces. The moment has 
come to repeat the famous words 
‘They shall not pass’.”

Restrictions on Exports. 
Careful husbanding of economic 
power was under way. The official

French Reservists Assemble Along 
Italy’s Border. 


CANNES, France, via U. §S. S. 
Trenton to Washington, Aug. 29 
(AP).—Thousands of French reserv- 
ists have assembled in make-shift 
garrisons throughout the territory 
facing the Italian frontier. 

Telephone communications were 
closed to the interior, newspapers 
and telegrams were subjected to 
Government censorship and the mo- 
bilized men knew little more than 
the average citizen. 

The requisitioning of automobiles, 
horses and mules progressed, ac- 
companied by a reduction of the 
amount of gasoline furnished pri- 
vate cars and taxicabs. Government 
officials said food was still plenti- 
ful. 

Troops were lined along the high- 
ways between Cannes and the Ital- 
ian frontier. Senegalese sharpshoot- 
ers and anti-aircraft squads 
watched coast roads and bridges, 

Defense measures continued in a 
desultory way. Of the 50,000 resi- 
dents of the Cannes region only 
256 claimed gas mask-. At Nice, 
Cannes, Antibes and Villefranche 
trenches were being dug but few 
expected to use them. 

Eastward toward Italy moved 
tanks, armored cars and artillery, 
but authoritative reports said Ital- 
ians were showing few signs of 
border defense,

FOUR EVACUATION 
AREAS IN ENGLAND 


Detailed Plans Are Made 
for Getting Americans 
Out of Country Quickly 
in Case of War. 


LONDON, Aug. 29 (AP).—De- 
tailed plans for the speedy evacu- 
ation of Americans in war-time 
through four British “evacuation 
sectors” were announced today at 
the United States Embassy here. 

At the same time, Embassy offi- 


cials announced the Swedish-Ameri- 
can liner Drottingholm would touch 
Glasgow Sept. 5 to take more than 
1000 American passengers to Got- 
tingen and therce to New York, 
and that other agencies were ob- 
taining ships to transport stranded 
Americans home. 

The evacuation plans provide for 
moving out of London to four sec- 
tors tourists and American resi- 
dents who wish to return home. 
Buses and railroads will be used 
to get the Americans to the sectors, 
the exact locations of which were 
not disclosed. The Embassy said, 
however, one would be in Southern 
England, another in Central En- 
gland, the third in Scotland, and 
a fourth in Ireland. 

Not Near War Objective. 


They emphasized “no sector {is 
near any military objective, naval 
or air base or store of petrol.” 

At these ports, Americans will be 
accommodated until they can be 
removed by United States ships. At 
one point, a hotel has been obtained 
by the Embassy; at another, refu- 
gees will be lodged in a dance hall; 
and a third, a sanitarium will be 
converted into a hotel. 

“We will have to beat the gun in 
evacuating people from London,” 
an official said. “There won’t be 
any room for them once they start 
evacuating the school children and 
others. So we will try and get 
them out a little before war starts 
—if it starts.” 

The embassy thinks 5000 Ameri- 
cans work in London. 

“Most of them can take care of 
themselves,” the official said. “The 
tourists are our chief concern. They 
do not know their way around En- 
gland, but the others do. Most of 
the latter have cars, and that will 
make it easier. They can proceed 
to the evacuation sectors them- 
selves.” 

The embassy has stores of gaso- 
line which will be doled out to 
American automobile owners in 
emergency. Special identification 
cards will be given to Americans, 
about 4000 of whom have regis- 
tered with the embassy. 
Negotiating for Small Ships. 
Negotiations are under way, the 
embassy announced, for the hiring 
of two small cruise liners, the 
Stella Polaris and the Meteor, both 
Norwegian, as transports home for 
stranded Americans.

War or Peace Up to Hitler

The Prime Minister began his 
speech by telling the House of 
Commons that “I cannot say that 
the danger of war has receded since 
the House met last Thursday.” 
Chamberlain declared Great Bri- 
tain had delivered “our final 
answer” to last week’s communica- 
tion from Hitler. 

After hearing Chamberlain’s 
statement and speeches in which 
opposition leaders approved the 
policy of standing unitedly with Po- 
land against attack, the House ad- 
journed at 3:40 p. m.

Tuesday, Sept. 5, or earlier if neces- 
sary. 

Urges Press to Use Restraint. 

“It is more than necessary to 
urge the press to exercise the ut- 
most restraint,” Chamberlain said. 

An alleged verbatim quotation of 
the British note to Hitler published 
today, Chamberlain said, “is an in- 
vention from beginning to end.” 

Relating briefly a part of the 

diplomatic maneuvers on which the 
eyes of the world have been anx- 
iously centered, Chamberlain said: 
“On (Friday) the day after the 
House adjourned we received  in- 
formation that Hitler had asked the 
British Ambassador in Berlin to 
call on him that day. 
“In the course of the afternoon, 
we were told that Hitler had sug- 
gested that it would be a good 
thing if the Ambassador flew home 
to give an extended account of his 
conversation with Hitler. 

“On Saturday, Sir Nevile Hender- 
son arrived by plane from Berlin 
and we understood from him that 
in Berlin it was not considered to 
be necessary that he should go 
back the same day as the German 
Government were anxious that we 
should give careful study to the 
communication he had to make to 
us 


“The Cabinet devoted the whole 
of Saturday and Sunday to very 
careful, exhaustive and thorough 
consideration of the document 
brought by Sir Nevile and of the 
reply they proposed to send back.” 

Hitler Left “No Doubt of Views.” 

The Prime Minister said Hitler 
left the British Government in “no 
doubt as to his views of the urgency 
of settling the German-Polish ques- 
tion.” 

He added he would be glad if he 
could disclose the fullest informa- 
tion as to the contents of the com- 
munications exchanged with Hitler 
but said “in a situation of such ex- 
treme delicacy, when issues so 
grave hang precariously in the bal- 
ance, it is not in the public in- 
terest to publish them.” 

Britain, he said would “natural- 
ly welcome” an opportunity of dis- 
cussing with Germany the issues 
of a settlement that would find a 
place in a lasting agreement. 

But, he made clear, the outcome 
hinges entirely on the manner in 
which the immediate differences 
between Poland and Germany could 
be handled. 

These differences, he declared, 
the Government “more than once” 
had said “should be capable of so- 
lution by peaceful means.”

“At any rate we have not had 
to begin here by issuing ration 
cards.” 

Recounting Britain’s prepared- 
ness in broad outline, Chamberlain 
asserted the nation is ready on 
every front if war should come. 

“We will abate no jot of our reso- 
lution to hold fast to the line we 
have laid down for ourselves,” he 
concluded amid cheers. 


Greenwood Urges Evacuation. 


Arthur Greenwood, acting leader 
of the Labor opposition, said “on 
these issues, we are adamant and 
immovable. The door is still ajar. 
I hope it will remain ajar until it 
closes against the angel of death 
and the menace of aggression. No 
nation in Europe would make war 
except one.” a 

Greenwood urged immediate eva- 
cuation of London and other popu- 
lous centers, saying: 

“Suppose the storm broke on 
Saturday? It might be two, three, 
or four days before evcuation could 
take place to the extent visualized. 

“Unless we evacuate now, the re- 
sponsibility for the deaths which 
are caused will lie on that side of 
the house (the Government) and 
not upon us.” 

“Rehearsals are not enough,” he 
declared. 

Liberal Backs Government. 

Sir Archibald Sinclair, speaking 
for the Liberal opposition, said: 

“At this moment, I agree with 
His Majesty’s Government that 
they should have the solid support 
of all peace-loving people in this 
country. 

“The last word rests with Herr 
Hitler.” 

Greenwood said “Poland will not 
have to follow to the grave those 
nations that were the victims of a. 2- 
gressors.” He declared the choice 
of war or peace was Hitler’s, as- 
serting: 

“I quote as an illustration of that 
President Roosevelt’s appeal to Po- 
land and Germany. To that appeal 
there was a magnificent response 
by Poland, showing every sincerity 
in their desire to avoid the worst 
and to come to a solution of their 
difficulties by peaceful means. Herr 
Hitler has not replied. On his

COUNSELOR PUTS 
FIRE DRILLS UP 
10 SCHOOL BOARD 


Wayman in Opinion Holds 
That City Could Not En- 
force Proposed Manda- 
tory Ordinance. 


If surprise fire drills are to be 
required in the public schools here, 
as urged by Fire Chief Lawrence 
C. Cornoyer, safety agencies and 
the Strayer school survey report, 
the order will have to be made by 
the Board of Education. 

This became apparent today as 
the result of an opinion by City 


Counselor Edgar H. Wayman, hold- 
ing that a proposed municipal or- 
dinance to make fire drills man- 
datory could not be enforced. The 
Counselor maintained that such an 
ordinance would be in conflict with 
a 23-year-old decision of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri. 

Alderman William J. Warnick, 
prompted by the recent showing by 
the Post-Dispatch, on the basis of 
the Strayer report, that fire drills 
were not held, announced Aug. 17 
that he would introduce the bill 
in the Board of Aldermen next 
month, if the Law Department 
found it would be legally effective. 
Warnick made a formal request for 
the opinion last Wednesday. 


1916 Court Decision Cited. 


Wayman, replying yesterday, 
cited a 1916 decision of the Su- 
preme Court to the effect that the 
Board of Education here could in- 
stall certain plumbing work in the 
Mann School, regardless of con- 
flict with the city building code. 
That still stands as the law of the 
State, the Counselor pointed out. 
The Board of Education was char- 
tered by State statute. 

An ordinance requiring fire drills 
would be the equivalent of an ad- 
dition to the building code. Lawyers 
have interpreted the Supreme Court 
decision as having a broad effect, 
preventing interference by the city 
in general with the conduct of the 
school system. 

The Counselor also cited the 
statutory provision that the Super- 
intendent of Instruction shal] have 
“general supervision, subject to the 
control of the board, of the course 
of instruction, discipline and con- 
duct of the schools.” Holding of 
fire drills, Wayman declared, was 
a matter of discipline. 

Four Board Members Favor Drills. 


Superintendent of Instruction 
Henry J. Gerling has adhered to 
the theory, which was _ followed 
also for years before he took charge 
10 years ago, that the regular daily 
dismissals constituted fire drills. 
The board is expected to take up 
the fire drill question at its com- 
mittee meetings next week or its 
formal monthly meeting Sept. 12. 
Four of the 12 members have dis- 
closed, to date, that they favored 
compulsory fire drills. 

It would be possible for the Legis- 
lature, which will not have a regu- 
lar session until 1941, to enact a 
law requiring fire drills. Some 
other Middle Western States have 
such laws.

Morris Shoe Co, and the bankrupt 
Hamilton-Brown Shoe Co. was 
shown by an examination of both 
sets of books, and several transac- 
tions should receive further investi- 
gation, auditors reported today to 
Referee in Bankruptcy Elmer E.

Hamilton-Brown owed Collins- 
Morris $42,820 as shown by Hamil- 
ton-Brown books. Collins-Morris 
books showed the amount as $48,- 
699. The auditors, after making a 
reconciliation of both sets of books, 
found the amount to be $46,133, but 
said this amount might be changed 
in the light of further information 
about inter-company transactions. 

Remarking that incomplete book- 
keeping and clerical errors made it 
difficult to trace some transactions, 
the auditors, Boyd, Cronk & Co., 
concluded their report with the 
statement: “Under the circum- 
stances, we have decided that a 
summary of results may well be de- 
ferred until definite decision has 
been reached in some of the points 
that may be regarded as contro- 
versial.” 

The audit covered the period 
from July 16, 1938, when a syndi- 
cate took over the company which 
had been in receivership in Circuit 
Court, to May 18, 1939, shortly be- 
fore trustees under a reorganization 
plan recommended liquidation of 
the company. William L. Collins 
and Edward Morris were president 
and vice-president, respectively, of 
both companies, 

The $1231 expense of moving of- 
fice equipment of both companies 
to the new location was paid in full 
by Hamilton-Brown, whereas the 
auditors thought the cost should 
have been apportioned, 

A rebate of $1250 on shoe machin- 
ery credited to Collins-Morris should 
have been received by Hamilton- 
Brown, the auditors found. Trans- 
fer of machinery from Hamilton- 
Brown to Collins-Morris plants was 
inaccurately accounted for, they re- 
ported.

As reports of pessimism.and war 
preparation came in from other 
countries, life went on normally 
here in almost every respect. The 
people displayed optimism which 
astounded the few remaining for- 
eigners. It was not because they 
were uninformed, for the controlled 
press reported events with unusual 
objectivity and stressed the situa- 
tion’s seriousness. 

Italy’s Frontiers Open. 

Other countries closed frontiers 
and cut off communications, but 
Italy maintained open frontiers and 
normal telephone and _ telegraph 
service, except with those countries 
which cut them off. 

Railways operated normally. 
Food shops had their normal sup- 
plies. There was no rush to stock 
up victuals, Theaters were open. 
Cafes were as busy as ever. 

However, a bar on civilian auto- 
mobile traffic was ordered in Italy 
beginning next Sunday to conserve 
gasoline supplies for war use. Ex- 
emptions may be granted by the: 
military authorities in cases of 

special necessity. 

Restaurants were ordered to 
serve only one meat or fish course 
beginning tomorrow. 

Dim blue anti-air-raid lights were 
on in a few Rome streets, but most 
of the city was illuminated brightly. 

A million and a half men were 
under arms. But no more military 
uniforms than usual were seen on 
Rome’s streets, because the greater 
part of those in service were at the 
frontiers, military reservations or 
special training camps. 

Officials expressed pride that the 
country was retaining such compo- 
sure, but said it must not be taken 
as an indication Italy was unpre- 
pared. Unlike the people, they 
tended toward pessimism, saying 
there “is very little in the situation 
to give cause for much hope.” 

Mussolini Urging Conciliation. 

It was understood Mussolini was 
still in close touch with Hitler. 
Informed persons said he was ad- 
vising the Fuehrer to be a little 
more conciliatory. 

The Princess of Piedmont spent 
the day awarding prizes to work- 
men and students at Aosta, close to 
the French frontier. 

The fact that Great Britain’s 
Ambassador, Sir Nevile Henderson, 
talked for an hour and 20 minutes 
with Hitler when he delivered the 
British reply in Berlin was taken 
as a good sign in Italy. It was 
reasoned that meant there still was 
something to talk about.

Solution By Peaceful Means.

Meanwhile the first prere- 
quisite, if there is to be any chance 
of useful discussion, is that the ten- 
sion created by frontier clashes and 
by reports of incidents on both 
sides of the border should be di- 
minished. 

His Majesty’s Government  ac- 
cordingly hope that both Govern- 
ments will use their best endeavor 
to prevent the occurrence of such 
incidents, the circulation of exag- 
gerated reports, and all other activ- 
ities that result in dangerous in- 
flammation of opinion.

Ambassador Asked to Call. 
Therefore there does not appear 
to be any necessity for any lengthy 
discussion.

The Admiralty has also assumed 
control of merchant shipping acting 
under the powers conferred upon 
them by the emergency powers 
act. Appropriate instructions have 
already been issued to merchant 
ships in various routes, to units of 
the forces and a considerable num- 
ber of movements have been car- 
ried out both at home and overseas. 
These arrangements form part of a 
prearranged plan to insure a great- 
er state of readiness and a number 
of units could be moved to war sta- 
tions before the outbreak of war. 

The regional commissioners and 
their staffs are at their war sta- 
tions. The main responsibility of 
the organization for civil defense 
measures rests with the local au- 
thorities and instructions have been 
sent to the local authorities to take 
preparatory steps so that action 
could be taken at the shortest 
notice.

I have given these instances of 
the ,steps which have been taken 
over and above the measures which 
have already been put in opera- 
tion. Complete surveys have been 
carried out over the whole range 
of our defense preparations.

Group That Balked Roosevelt 
Reported Ready to Re- 
' verse Stand. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 29 (AP).— 
Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, 
predicted today there would be no 
general European war but if one 


broke out Congress would “act im- 
pulsively and throw the existing 
neutrality law out the window.” 

Thomas, a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
talked to reporters after a confer- 
ence with President Roosevelt. He 
emphasized he did not discuss Euro- 
pean or neutrality questions at the 
White House. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 29 (AP).—The 
Herald-Tribune says in a Washing- 
ton dispatch that leading members 
of the Republican-Democratic bloc 
that defeated President Roosevelt’s 
neutrality legislation have decided 
to reverse their stand should war 
break out in Europe. 

Revocation of the existing Neu- 
trality Act,, which requires an em- 
bargo on all implements of war to 
belligerents as soon as the Presi- 
dent has recognized formally that 
war is in progress, would give the 
President more leeway than the so- 
called “cash and carry” legislation 
he sought before Congress ad- 
journed, the dispatch says. 

The leaders, whose names were 
not disclosed, were said to have 
consulted other members of the con- 
gressional bloc and to be confident 
the current act would be eliminated 
at a special session which would 
be called. 

Effect on Employment. 

The newspaper said these leaders 
expained their switch was based on 
their belief the nation as a whole 
desires such action. 

“They point out,” the dispatch 
continued, “that the mandatory em- 
bargo would affect American pay- 
rolis and hit the country’s markets 
for cotton, oil, wheat, steel and 
other products. They also feel that 
shipments of such products to any 
belligerent nation, even as peaceful 
exports, are just as likely to involve 
the nation in trouble as actual war 
commodities. This was one of Mr. 
Roosevelt’s chief arguments. 

“The present law long has been a 
sore point because of its strict 
terms, violation of which are pun- 
ishable by heavy fines and impris- 
onment. President Roosevelt in- 
sisted that such an act would leave 
his hands tied in many ways in 
such a situation as now prevails, 
and sought compromise legislation 
—although he refused to call it that 
—which would allow actual imple- 
ments of war to be shipped to bel- 
ligerents within his discretion. 

Back to International Law. 

“Complete revocation of the act 
means a return to the constitutional] 
principles of international law. Un- 
der these, the President would have 
even more freedom than that he 
sought and would be bound only by 
those international principles. 

“Under the present alignment of 
forces in Europe, revocation would 
mean little to Germany or Italy, but 
would be of utmost importance to 
Great Britain and France, which 
look to this country for aid if they 
must fight. Technically, under the 
present law this nation could ship 
them nothing to help them fight, 
although there are numerous ways 
of circumventing the embargo 
through shipment of raw materials 
readily convertible into arms.” 

The dispatch said both England 
and France have placed substan- 
tial orders for airplanes in this 
country which could not be shipped 
under the present act, if war breaks 
out, unless President Roosevelt de- 
layed his proclamation of neutral- 
ity. Fewer than 200 of the 1200 
planes ordered have been delivered 
so far. Germany and Italy have no 
such orders here.

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German Rationing Law Limits 
Each Woman to Two Dresses 


She Also Is Allowed Six Handkerchiefs, Six 


Pair of Stockings— Man’s Shaving 


Stick Must Last Five Months.

BERLIN, Aug. 29 (AP).—A hun- 
dred dollar bill, or 1000 marks, could 
not buy two sticks of shaving soap, 
a dozen handkerchiefs, or three 
dresses in Berlin today. _ 

And without a letter, stamped and 
sealed by a Naiz authority, the 
richest man in Berlin couldn’t buy 
a pair of shoes. 

Many Germans, most of whom 
are fairly prosperous these days, 
learned with a jolt yesterday that 
money is useless when a govern- 
ment, as determined as that of the 
Reich, decides to clamp down a war 
rationing system. 

A man could buy one, not two, 
sticks of shaving soap. But to get 
that.one he would have to give up a 
little ticket which would not be du- 
plicated for five months. 

Any woman with two dresses 
couldn’t buy a third. 

In a situation approximating war 
conditions, Nazi authorities said, 
two dresses are enough for a 


woman. 
_ Restrictions on Clothing. 


The new rationing law places no 
restriction on the amount of cloth- 
ing a woman may possess, but there 
are decided restrictions before she 
can buy anything new. 

A woman, under the regulations, 
may not buy anything new if she 
has three sets of underwear, two 
nightshirts or pajamas, two petti- 
coats, six pairs of stockings and six 
handkerchiefs. 

Men have to get along with two 
suits and three shirts. Men are 
permitted to possess two pairs of 
winter gloves, but a woman has to 
get along with one pair. No person 
can have more than two pairs of 
shoes. 

Delay in Food Deliveries. 

Many things went wrong yester- 
day as Berlin introduced the ra- 
tioning system, 

The rolls weren’t delivered. 


| The milk didn’t arrive until noon. 

Merchants tried to figure out the 
regulations. They attempted to 
make deliveries despite the fact 
that motorcycles had been requisi- 
tioned and thousands of drivers 
summoned for service. They tried 
to pacify customers who thought 
they ought to have more tea. 

The sudden application of the 
rationing system was an unexpect- 
ed blow which drove home the real- 
ization war may be very near. Pre- 
viously, Germans had thought an- 
other Hitler move would save peace 
and yet give Germany what it 
wanted. 

Crowds in Stores. 

Old-timers remembered the World 
War—when flour was black, when 
automobiles ran without tires, when 
an egg was just a pre-war memory 
and when even in the smartest 
apartment houses the hot water 
was turned on only on Saturdays. 

Many of these citizens were 
alarmed about the future. As a 
consequence, there was a rush to 
buy such articles as still may be 
had in unlimited quantities.

The German population submit- 
ted to the new system with resig- 
nation—and just a little grumbling. 
There was a little “co-operative 
buying” by families, one woman 
who needed more soap than the 
law allows getting some from her 
neighbor, in exchange for a little 
tea. 

But there seemed to be compara- 
tively little disposition to cheat. 

Among the most unhappy men 
were those who last week put off 
buying shoes. 

But they were not as unfortunate 
as those who neglected to get the

But it is evident, nevertheless, that 
he is both amazed and chagrined at the strong line 
France and Britain seem to have taken in their 
communications with him. He is doubtless baffled 
also at the firm and even buoyant tone of Prime Min- 
ister Chamberlain’s speech to Parliament today. 
Hitler apparently believed that his treaty with 
Russia would daze the non-aggressive Powers and 
paralyze them into inaction. But the Russo-German 
non-aggression pact has not been the epochal diplo- 
matic victory Hitler at first conceived it to be. 

In the Far East, it has thrown Japan, at least for 
the time being, back into the arms of Britain. It 
has offended Gen. Franco to the extent that he is 
moved to proclaim for Spain a neutral role. And, 
most significantly, it seems to have cooled Mussolini's 
ardor toward the axis and to have emphasized the 
deep-seated conflicts of interest with Germany which 
have marked Italy all along more as an unknown 
quantity than as a certain ally in case of war. 

To offset these losses, Hitler has only a promise 
of non-aggression from a dictator who is just as op- 
portunistic as the Fuehrer himself and just as ca- 
pable of denouncing an international treaty the mo- 
ment it becomes to his advantage to do so. 

There is evidence that the German people do not 
want war, despite the extremely clever note which the 
Chancellor wrote to Premier Daladier, justifying his 
course. The care of the Ministry of Propaganda to 
allay alarm over the issuance of food ration cards 
suggests the realization that the German people do 
not want to undergo again the hardships of the 
World War. 

There are only three possible outcomes to the 
present armed truce: Hitler can back down; there 
can be concessions for Germany, or there can be 
war. Despite the psychological advantage which 
Britain and France now hold, concessions seem at 
the moment the most likely. Notwithstanding the 
determined attitude of the Polish people, France 
and England presumably could exert sufficient pres- 
sure to cause the Poles to yield, at the minimum, 
Danzig, which is 96 per cent German, and Upper 
Silesia, the richer part of which was given to Poland 
in 1921 despite the fact that the territory as a whole 


longer—from Oct. 9, 1933, until Feb. 10, 1936.

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PARTISANSHIP RUN WILD. 

The Democratic Aldermen of Waterbury, Conn., 
must be without either honor or shame. Recently, 
that city’s Mayor and Democratic boss, Frank Hayes 
and 19 associates, including a member of the alder- 
manic board, were convicted of a $1,000,000 fraud.

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ELLIOTT ROOSEVELT GETS RATHER “IFFY.” 

Elliott Roosevelt has none of the dislike that his 
father has shown at press conferences for “iffy” 
questions. In fact, he propounds them ‘with relish. 
In his radio speech Saturday, young Roosevelt said 
that if war comes and if Germany wins and if the 
Nazis then spread over Canada, Bermuda, the West 
Indies and South and Central America, the United 
States would have to become a gigantic armed camp— 
the most militarized nation in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Yes, that all sounds decidedly “iffy” and en- 
tails the crossing of several bridges whose construc- 
tion seems most uncertain. 
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A FINE MOVE FOR TRAFFIC SAFETY. 

A death trap existed for many years at the Black 
Lane railroad-highway intersection, three miles east 
of East St. Louis. This blind crossing, with neither 
a watchman nor signal lights, took its toll of human 
lives with sickening regularity. Three men were 
killed there in 1985 when their motor car was strck 
by @ train. Four persons were killed in an accident 
in 1936. A man and wife lost their lives in a crash 
at the crossing in 1937. 

At last the menace is removed, or at least great- 
ly reduced. The Illinois Division of Highways has 
recognized the danger, and has constructed safe- 
guards, to be placed in operation today, as a part 
of the State’s Federal work program. The protec- 
tive device includes not only light signals but also 
automatic gates of a new design. 

The Illinois engineer of grade separations has writ- 
ten this office a letter telling of the new safety 
provision, and citing an editorial in which the 
Post-Dispatch called attention to the danger. It is 
thus evident that our several editorials on the sub- 
ject, together with numerous letters from readers, 
have at last borne fruit. Installation of the protec- 
tive devices is a constructive step that will save 
lives on this well-traveled thoroughfare. 
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THE LIGHTS OF EUROPE. 

As the good-natured London crowd milled around 
the Foreign Office Sunday afternoon, someone di- 
rected attention to a plaque in memory to Earl 
Grey, Foreign Minister in 1914, who sadly prophesied: 


The lights of Europe are going out, one by one, 
We shall not see them lit again in our time. 


Some of them will never be lit again. The Ro- 
manoffs were extinguished in the shuddering dark of 
Ekaterinburg. When the pinchbeck Napoleon fled 
in the night to Holland, the Hohenzollerns made an 
impecunious exit. A scion of the Hapsburgs, day- 
dreaming heir to Austrian throne, became literally 
a man without a country after Hitler’s grandiose 
ride through Vienna. A covey of princelings, still 
maintaining the forms of Feudalism and some of its 
substance, was flushed and flew away. 

How many lights of Europe will go out, if war 
comes again, is a question disturbing to high places. 
Will a royal house survive? Will anything be left 
of the old order? The answer is framed, perhaps, in 
the territorial occupancy of the three isms. No 
lights will stream from the chalet at Berchtesgaden, 
because there won’t be any chalet, when in the 
implacable torrents of things history Stages another 
“Ten Days That Shook the World.” 
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The Netherlands is the first European Power to 
order general mobilization. As usual, you can’t beat 
the Dutch.

The Case Against the Neutrality Act

Isolationists confuse participation in European quarrels with sell- 
ing to Powers able to come and pay for supplies, newspaper says; 
trade with belligerents heretofore within rights of neutrals, article 
points Out; modification of neutrality law held in national interest.

N the present posture of world affairs, the 
| attituae of the United States should be de- 

termined on the hard-boiled basis of na- 
tional interest. It should not be determined 
on the basis of sentiment or emotion. There 
is no point in arguing that we should go to 
war because we dislike the Hitler regime, 
or that we should stay out because we got no’ 
thanks for going in before, or because the 
debts haven’t been paid. 

Whatever our course, it should be deter~ 
mined by adult reasoning, not by juvenile 
prejudice or high-flown rhetoric. 

On this basis, the Star submits that na- 
tional interest, for the present at least, re- 
quires that the United States stay out of any 
European war. The same national interest 
requires an immediate change in the Neu- 
trality Act to permit shipments of military 
supplies abroad if war should come. 

War is a terribly serious thing. This coun- 
try would have no business taking a hand 
unless it became convinced that its vital 
interests were involved. It would have no 
business fighting to protect its foreign in- 
vestments or foreign trade, or simply to 
save Poland from dismemberment. 

This country is not responsible for exist- 
ing conditions in Europe. When it withdrew 
from the Continent in 1919, it left Germany 
defeated and prostrate. If England and 
France, the nations immediately concerned, 
failed to sustain the German Republic and 


‘permitted the advent of Hitler, the United 


States is not to blame. If England and 
France, failing to reconcile Germany, per- 
mitted it to re-arm and become a menace 
to Europe, that again cannot be charged 
against the United States. 

There is no. moral obligation on the part 
of this country to go to the rescue of the 
democracies. Armed intervention would be 
justified only if at some future time it 
should become definitely and clearly neces- 
sary for the safety of the nation. 


But the continued sale of supplies to Pow- 
ers able to come and get them and. pay for 
them is on another basis altogether. Under 
the existing Neutrality Act, the delivery of 
airplanes, for instance, that already had 
been contracted for by France and England 
would be cut off by a declaration of war. 
The application of the act would therefore 
hamper the democracies in favor of the to- 
talitarian states, which already have a pre- 
ponderance in the air and do not need Amer- 
ican planes. : 

Heretofore, the sale of supplies to belliger- 
ents has been considered within the rights of 
neutrals. Congress cut it off under a wave 


‘of emotion. It was argued that the sale of 


munitions to the Allies in the last war gave 
the United States such an interest in protect- 
ing its trade and investments that it was 
drawn into the conflict. That theory may 
have been good for political purposes, but 
it is not sustained by the facts. 
Undoubtedly, there were members of Con- 
gress at the recent session who sincerely be- 
lieved that American neutrality would be en- 
dangered by permitting any belligerents to 
buy military supplies in this country. This 
danger is pretty faint. It is made still faint- 
er by the proposed provision that belliger- 
ents must pay for their purchases and take 
title before they are delivered, and that they 
must be transported in non-American ships. 
But whatever slight danger might arise 
under the cash-and-carry plan is offset by

the crippling of the democracies that would 
result in war if they were cut off from 
making purchases in America. 

There can be no question that whatever 
may have been the faults of the democra- 
cies in the past, whatever may be their 
faults today, the American interest is on 
their side. Hitler is out for power and dom- 
ination, no matter at what cost. If the de- 
mocracies should be overwhelmed, Europe 
would be delivered over to the gangsters. 
The surrender to Germany of the British 
and French fleets would constitute a real 
menace to the United States. 

This danger may be remote. Certainly it 
is not imminent enough to warrant interven- 
tion by the United States. But it is clearly 
in the American interest to allow the sup- 
port of its resources to go to the Powers 
whose success would be to American advan- 
tage, rather than to continue a policy that 
would favor the Powers whose success would 
be a threat to American security. 

It is to the national interest that the Neu- 
trality Act should be modified at once. 


* * * 


In connection with this size-up of the sit- 
uation, it is interesting to observe the change 
in American opinion in the last three years, 
as indicated by the Gallup poll, which has 
attained a high standard of accuracy. The 
results are given in an article in Harper’s 
for September by F. S. Wickware. 

Three years ago, the question of American 
neutrality in the event of war ranked third 
in importance, with unemployment and Gov- 
ernment spending in first and second places. 
By January of this year, neutrality had risen 
to first place in importance. In 1937, at 
the high tide of the isolationist feeling, 84 
per cent of those questioned favored manda- 
tory neutrality. 

The change of sentiment under the impact 
of events in Europe is remarkable. Inci- 
dentally, it may be remarked that after the 
annexation of Austria in 1938, some 90 per 
cent of the American people, as shown by 
the poll, doubted Hitler’s public assurance 
that he had no further territorial rmbitions. 
On this point, the American public was in- 
finitely wiser than the British Government. 

The question of the sale of airplanes and 
war materials to England and France was 
raised in a poll in March, 1939, just before 
the German seizure of Czecho-Slovakia, and 
52 per cent of the votes were “Yes.” The 
next month after the seizure, the percentage 
rose to 66. That is, before this act of wan- 
ton aggression by Hitler, about half the peo- 
ple favored revising the Neutrality Act to 
allow England and France to continue to 
buy war supplies in the United States in the 
event of war. After that act, two-thirds of 
the people favored this policy. 

In spite of this probable preponderance of 
sentiment in favor of revision, Congress de- 
murred, Politics intervened. Many Con- 
gressmen were angry with the President and 
were ready to vote against anything he 
wanted. But if Congress were called in 
special session in the present crisis, it might 
prove responsive to the pressure of events 
ahd of public opinion.
